GIGANTIC UNDERTAKING or 
JOHN WANAMAKER. 


The Ex-Postmaster-General Will Un- 
dertake to Feed and House All 
Unfortunates Who May 
Apply for It. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 16.—Ex-Postmas- 
ter-General John Wanamaker proposes 
to build a hotel in this city, at which any 
one will be fed and housed free of any 
cost whatever. The primary object of 
Wanamaker was to establish an institu- 
tion for the reformation of inebriates, and 
in connection with this build an inn 
where unfortunates could find a home. 
He has been giving the matter considera- 
ble attention of late, and is now deter- 
mined to carry his plans out. 

Since the matter first occurred to him 
he has been broadening the scheme, and 
now intends not only to establish a stop- 
ping-place for unfortunate drunkards who 
may desire to reform, but to provide a. 
temporary home for any unfortunate so- 
journer who may be without funds, but 
possessed of a healthy appetite and a de- 
sire to sleep elsewhere than in a warm 
corner or in a cheerless freight car. As 
there will be no income whatever from 
the hotel, it will require thousands of 
dollars every year to maintain the estab- 
lishment, but the founder expects help to 
come from outside. It will be a friendly 
inn ih every sense, and be so conducted 
that no needy person will be turned away. 
The.place will be in charge of a superin- 
tendent, who has already been selected, 
and is now engaged in organizing his staff. 
Everything will be plain, but substantial 
and comfortable. Wanamaker declines to 
talk on the project at present, but has 
already proceeded so far that it is an as- 
sured fact, and he will hardly permit it 
to be a failure.

It. is 
well known that the government forces

THE NATURALIZATION QUESTION. 
SAN’ FRANCISCO, May 16.—Additional 
advices brought from Honolulu by yester- 
day’s steamer under date of May 8 have 
an important bearing upon the question 
of the treatment to be prisoners 
victed court-martial of treason, or

ported for the same offense, who have ap. 
pealed to the government of the United 
States for protection, claiming to be citi- 
zens of that country. The most notable 
were the cases of J. Cranstoun, deported 
to Vancouver, and J. F. Bowler, sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment and 
$5000 fine. In each of these cases appeals 
were made to the United States govern- 
ment for protection. 

The action of the Department of State 
m behalf of the cases has been made 
known to the friends of the-men here, 
and the formal letters of Secretary 
Gresham are now published as indicating 
the attitude which the State Department 
at n has assumed toward the 
whole question of citizenship of Ameri- 
cans who have become at any time at- 
tached to Hawali, and particularly as 
showing an essential difference in the 
view of this subject taken by the govern- 
ments of the United States and Great 
Britain, as revealed in the attitude of the 
latter in the case of Walker and Rickard, 
alleged to be British subjects. The corre- 
spondence is made up of two letters, the 
first, touching the Cranstoun case, being

The second letter relates to the Bowler 
case, and is as follows: 

DEPARTMENT OF STATE, 

WASHINGTON . c. April 15, 1895. 

To Albert 8. Willis, Eeq., Honolulu 
Sir: It apvears from your No. 8s of Feb- 
ruary 28 that on the 22d of that month 
J. F. Bowler was convicted by a military 
commission sitting at Honolvlu for par- 
ticipation or implication in the disturb- 
ances or uprising in Hawali early in Janu- 
ary, and sentenced to imprisonment at 
hard labor for five years and to pay a fine 
of ; that he now claims protection as 
an American citizen, and that the Ha- 
wallan authorities assert that he is not 
entitled to such protection because he is 
a naturalized citizen of that government. 

When Mr. Bowler left this country and 
went to Hawaii does not appear, but on 
March 18, 1885, he voluntarily took an oath 
to support the Constitution and laws of 
the Hawaiian Islands and bear true allegi- 
ance to the King, without expressly re- 
nouncing or giving up bis allegiance to the 
United States. Sec. 453 prescribing this 
oath (Compiled Laws of Hawaii, 1884.) 
provides that every foreigner so natural- 
ized shall be deemed for all purposes a 
native of the islands, subject only to their 
laws and entitled to their protection and 
no longer amenable to his native sover- 
eign while residing in the kingdom, nor 
entitled to resort to his native country for 
protection or intervention; that for every 
such resort he shall be subject to the pen- 
Altles annexed to rebellion, and that, hav- 
ing been thus naturalized, he shall be en- 
titled to all the rights and immunities of 
a Hawalan subject. I am informed that 
the Supreme Court of Hawaii has held that 
the taking of this oath operates to natur- 
lize the alien and admit him to full citi- 
zenship.

DEMANDS ON TURKEY. 


Radical Reforms Proposed by the Ar- 

menian Commission. 
4ssociated Press Leased-wire Service. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 16.—(By At- 
lantic Cable.) The note presented to the 
Sultan by the representatives of the 
powers respecting reform in Armenia com- 
prises 250 closely-written quarto pages. 
Among the measures preliminary to the 
reforms, the note demands the appoint- 
ment of a high commissioner; general am- 
nesty for the release of all political 
prisoners; the revision of certain judg- 
ments and the appointment of a commis- 
sion to sit at Constantinople charged with 
the surveillance and applications of re- 
forms and general workings in connection 
with the high commissioner previously re- 
ferred to. 

The principal reforms demanded. are 
that the governors and vice-governors of 
Van. Erzeroum, Bitlis, Sivas, Jharput and 
Trebizonde be Christian or Musselman, 
according to how the population of these 
places be divided. In any case the gov- 
ernor or the vice-governor is to be a 
Christian. The note also suggests that 


such officials should first be approved by 
the powers. 

In regard to the finances, all the taxes 
are to be collected by ?ocal and not by 
State officials, and enough is to be retained 
before the money is forwarded to 
Constantinople, to defray the cost of local 
administration. This is the exact 
site to the present system, by which all 
taxes are first sent to Constandinople, 
which city little money returns to Ar- 


menia. 

The judicial reforms proposed by the 
powers make radical changes in the pres- 
ent system, insure proper trials, the sur- 
velllance of prisons and the total abolition 
of torture. The police are to be com- 
posed entirely of Christians, and they are 
trot to be allowed to have arms except dur- 
ing drill.

ASSASSINS LYNCHED. 


THREE DUNN BOYS MEET 
"(THEIR FATE. 


Friends of "Bitter Creek“ and '’Dy- 
namite Dick Avenge Cold - 
blooded Killing of th t- 
ter—Searchers Out.

GUTHRIB (Okla.,) May 16.—Friends of 
Newcomb and Pierce, the Territory out- 
laws who were betrayed by supposed friends 
and cowardly assassinated near Ingalls 
two weeks ago, have avenged the death 
of their comrades. According to the story 
of a courier who came in from Ingalls, 
Okla., John, Calvin and William Dunn 
have been kidnaped by a number of the 
dead outlaws’ friends and lynched. 

At the time of the killing local detec- 
tives took upon themselves the glory of 
the capture of the outlaws, and put in 
claims for the large rewards that had been 
offered for their heads. A week ago, 
however, the Dunns, at whose house near 
Ingalls the outlaws stopped on the night 
of the killing, were charged with be- 
traying them into their home under guise 
of friendship, and after etting them 
drunk, riddling them with bullets as they 
slept. They had, it is said, been promised 
large sums of money by detectives who 
hed claimed the rewards. The friends of 
Newcomb and Pierce openly swore re- 
venge. The Dunns barricaded their 
place, secured a supply of arms and am- 
munition and made their ranch a verita- 
ble arsenal. They laid low until Sunday, 
says the courier, when some of them 
were seen about the place, apparently void 
of fear and believing that the expected 
raid was a bluff. That night the usual 
strict vigilance kept by the brothers was 
relaxed, in further belief that they were 
free of molestation. The act, it appears, 
proved fatal, and the three brothers were 
easily taken by their enemies. 

Late Sunday night a body of heavily- 
armed men drove up to the Dunn cabin. 
and, forming a cordon around it, called 
upon the brothers to come out and sur- 
render themselves, the marauders having 
previously fired a volley into the air to 
awaken their intended victims. 

When the Dunns, John Calvin and Will- 
iam, saw the number of those without 
they readily realized the uselessness of 
making a fight and were quickly taken. 
The women folks tried to dissuade the 
captors from carrying out their purpose, 
but were rudely pushed aside. The Dunns 
were plac upon horses, and, being told 
not to ke any outcry, were hastily 
driven off toward the mountains. Since 
then nothing has been heard of the band 
or its captives, and the general opinion is 
that the Dunns have been lynched, as the 
feeling against them was most bitter. 
Searching parties are out looking for the 
bodies, but as the desperadoes probably 
took the victims to one of their mountain 


rendezvous the prospect of tracing them is 
very small.

“There is no treason in South Carolina. 
We are in the Union and in to stay. We 
claim the right as a soverel State to 
protest against any effort by judges of. 
the United States Court to centralize this 
government and destroy our national and 
State constitutions. We will obey the de- 
creos of the court, but will exercise every 
right guaranteed American citizens fcr the 
preservation of our liberties. The principle 
we are fighting for, the right of local self- 
government, ie as dear to New York as it 
is to South Carolina, and cannot be de- 
stroyed here without ultimately being de- 
stroyed in the Union. The attempt to 
nullify our laws for political purposes un- 
der the pretense of conflicts with the Con- 
etitution of che United States arouses the 
righteous indignation of our entire people, 
We confidently rely upon the Supreme 
Court, and will abide by its decision. We 
redeemed our State from negro domination 
and anarchy in 1876 in spite of Grant's 
bayonets, restoring order, peace and pros- 
penity, and will preserve our civilization 
by lawful emthods if allowed, but we will 


persevere.

SP OVERCOME A su- 


Four Hundred Men Make a Brave 
Stand Against Two Thousand 
Troops Under Gomez and 
the Two Maceos.

HAVANA, May 16.—(By South Ameri 
can Cable.) A special dispatch received 
here today ‘says that on Monday last there 
was severe fighting in the neighborhood 
of Jobito near Guanatanamo. The engage- 
ment lasted from 5 o’clock in the morning 
until 5 o’clock in the evening and resulted 
in a brilliant victory for the Spanish 
troops. A detachment of 400 soldiers at- 
tacked and fought bravely against 2000 in- 
surgents led by Gomez, the two Maceos, 
Rabi and Cartagena. The lieutenant-col- 
onel who led the Spantsh force ordered his 
soldiers to open fire as the rebels ad- 
vanced and fell furiously upon the troops. 

Eventually the enemy surrounded the 
Spanish troops with a vastly superior. 
force. Maj. Robles, upon whom the com- 
mand of the Spanish troops devolved 
when the lieutenant-colonel was shot 
down, succeeded in holding his position 
and repelled the attacks of the rebels, but 
the Spaniards were completely surrounded 
and it was necessary for a portion of the 
force to cut its way out in order to com- 
municate with the base of supplies and 
obtain reinforcements. 

Maj. Garrido, at the head of ninety vol- 
unteers, made a brilliant dash into the in- 
surgent lines and forced his way through 
circles of fire which surrounded the troops. 
Shortly after Maj. Garrido’s volunteers 
bad pierced the ineurgent lines, another 
detachment of Spanish troops, under com- 
mand of Capt. Bruzon, made an opportune 
flank attack upon the rebels. The latter 
were taken by surprise and were thrown 
into confusicn. Two bodies of troops then 
united and made a combined attack upon 
the rebels, who were compelled to retire 
with the loss of 300 dead and wounded. 
Maj. Robles has gained the cross of San 
Fernando for the brilliant manner in 
which he held his position against over- 
whelming numbers. The loss on the Span- 
ish side was one doctor, four officers and 
eleven soldiers killed and thirty wounded.

Indications Going to Show That He 
Has Been Found Guilty.

BROOKLYN (N. Y.,) May 16.—The navy 
martial in the case of Dr. Kersh- 
mer reconvened today. After a secret ses- 
sion of two hours, the Judge Advocate 
Was requested to read the records of a 
court-martial held in 1863, when Dr.

Thinning Deciduous Fruits. 

W. H. Bowman, an orchardist at Cor- 
rallitor, Santa Cruz county, gives the 
Watsonville Rustler the following points 
on thinning and cultivation of deciduous 

it: 

1100 one can expect to have large fruit 
with trees bearing two or three times as 
much fruit as they should. Nor can we 
expect the fruit to have color when the 
tops of the trees are so thick with foliage 
that the sun cannot penetrate. The 
brighter a peach or an apricot is green 
the brighter it will be when dried. 

Such fruits as peaches, apricots, pears 
and apples can be thinned to advantage 
so as to produce large fruit; but it is not 
practicable to thin either prunes or cher- 
ries. The only way to handle these two 
kinds is to so thin out the limbs of your 
trees that they will produce the sized 
fruits that will pay to handle. If your 
prune trees produce prunes that go 150 
to the pound when dried, cut out one- 
half of the bearing wood and you will 
get prunes that will go 60 to 70 to the 
pound, which are worth three times as 
much and will net you twice as much per 
8 regard to cultivation. If one desires 
to have his orchard so clean that not a 
weed can be seen in it at any time during 
the year, he must use fertilizers, or else it 
will run out. The leaves from the trees 
mixing with the soil is not enough to keep 
it up to the original productiveness, with 
the heavy drain that is put upon it by 


bearing heavy crops of fruit on the trees 


on its surface. Every farmer knows that 
raising the same kind of grain on the 
land year after year in succession, without 
using fertilizers will wear out the best 
land in existence, so that it will not pro- 
duce half a crop. Just so with fruit trees: 
You either have to use fertilizers or allow 
vegetation to grow rank and then turn 
over with the plow. Each kind of fruit 
tree takes such properties out of the soil 
that it needs to produce its kind of fruit, 
and hence drains the soil of those prop- 
erties. The Almighty, in His wisdom, has 
made the grasses and, what we consider 
great pests, the weeds, which force us to 


cultivate and which, when turned under by 


the plow, enrich the soil so that it can 
produce its abundance. 

Each kind of fruit has to be thinned 
djfferenthy. The peach should be thinned 
four inches apart and before the pit be- 
gins to harden. The fruit of the apricot 
tree should be three inches apart. Apples 
two in a bunch, and so forth.

Nothing Alarming in the 
Indian Outbreak.“ 


Sensational Incest Affair at Phoenix. 


Important Ruling by Judge 
Baker in Water Cases. 


The Session of Supreme Court Set for 
Next Week Postponed till July. 
Murderer Caught After 
Eight Years at Large. 


PHOENIX, May 15.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The Supreme Court session 
set for next Monday here has been ad- 
journed till July, when t will be held at 
Prescott. The change is made because 
the various judges are holding sessions 
of District Court, Wich cannot be well 
delayed. 

E. H. Davis, representing the refrigera- 
tor-car departmentiot the Santa Fe sys- 
tem, will reach Phoenix tonight. He will 
be prepared to make contracts with cur 
fruit-shippers for transporting valley fruits 
to the Eastern markets quickly and in 
good shape. 

From the southeastern part of the Ter- 
ritory come reports of the Indians being 
out, and rumors of the possibilities of mas- 
sacres. The Indians have done no killing 
to date, eo far as can be learned, nor have 
they attacked anybody. They are out, 
however, if a stockman’s word may be 
taken for it, and have killed some cattle. 
That is probably the extent of this raid, 
and all it will be. However, that is too 
much for comfort. The Kid“ is said to be 
at the head of the foray, though it is 
more likely a mere party out for some- 
thing to eat. The government is respon- 
sible for this wretched state of affairs, 
due to ite pennywise policy of abandoning 


posts and reducing garrisons on the fron- 


tier, and concentrating them at the larger 
garrisons to fight strikers. Because, with 
the soldiers at the Arozina posts, the In- 
dians stayed on the reservation to the 
security of the settlers and miners in the 
remote localities, this desirable state of af- 
fairs was believed to be perpetual. The 
good behavior was, however, due only to 
fear of the soldiery. One by one the posts 
more remote from the reservations were 
abandoned. McDowell, Verde, Lowell and 

The Indians gave no 
trouble, so further abandonments were 
made. Among those to go later were 
Bowie, Thomas and a reduction of the 
force at San Carlos, on the reservation, to 
a single company from Grant. Had noth- 
ing resulted, probably in a year or two 
Huachua, Grant and Whipple would have 
followed. This was not, however, the worst 
feature of the government’s Arizona pol- 
icy. Stinginess has been the keynote of 
it, and they cut down the Indian rations. 
Now the Apaches are not deserving of 
any rations at all, and have plenty of re- 
sources at the reservation to work out 
their own support, but they won't do it. 
And rather than work, they will steal and 
raid. The rations were cut down to two 
days a week, and they are said to actually 
suffer for food. As the soldiers have been 
taken away from post after post, worst of 
all in this case, from Thomas and Bowie, 
and reduced on the reservation proper, 
the Indians are not wholly to blame. That

with rations. One white man, James Ste- 
vens, who talks Apache and has lived on 
the reservation for years, is certain the 
present trouble amounts to some Indians 
out hunting the mescal plant» Soldiers 
from Fort Bayard, near Mexico, are now 
in the field, and the Indians are not to 
be further feared. 
7 ACCUSED OF INCEST. 

B. A. Hadsell, a leading Dunkard of the 
neighboring valley town of Glendale, is in 
jail here, charged with incest with his 
by the grand jury the 13th, and yesterday 
arraigned. The young woman was his 
housekeeper since 1893 till December last, 
caring for Hadsell’s motherless children. 
Last December he again married, and the 
young woman went to her own home. The 
relations in question are claimed to have 
eccurred while the niece was living with 
Hadsell, extending over a year. Much gos- 
sip has been indulged in over the matter, 
and the developments were the indictment 
of Hadsell, the charges being made by 
W. A. Hadsell, brother of the accused. 
The defendant claims that his brother 
brought the charges in order to get him 
out of the country and to get his property. 
Yesterday the accused was arraigned and 
hearing was postponed till afternoon to 
give his attorney time to file a demurrer. 
The demurrer was overruled. A plea of 
not guilty was entered, and Hadsell will 
be tried the 17th. 

AN IMPORTANT WATER DECISION. 

In the case of Wormser we. Hayden 
here, where the plaintiff sued to restrain 
the defemiant from using certain water on 
agricultural lands. Judge Baker made an 
important decision. Under a certain ar- 
rangement the defendant was entitled to 
the use of water for milling purposes, 
turning it back again into the river.

‘| certain as to the claim. Judge Baker eus- 


tained the demurrer, saying: In view of 
the great necessity. for water and the im- 
portance of the right to it use in this val- 
ley, I think when one asserts a right to its 
use against another, he must show by 
clear and distinct averments every neces- 
sary fact to establish such right. He 
must not substitute his conclusions for es- 
sential and ultimate facts. Now, a man’s 
right to the use of water is measured by 
his needs. The bare fact that he appro- 
priated a given number of inches many 
years ago is not alone sufficient to insure 
a right to its present use. He must go 
further and shoiw-that the amount is es- 
sential and necessary to the purpose for 
which it was appropriated; that is, he must 
show ‘his needs, and in the case of agri- 
cultural lands I think he should set out 
his acreage in order to show his needs.“ 

The lawe of the late Legislature have 
at last been issued from the hands of the 
printers.

(American Cultivator:) From the earli- 


est times the dog has been the companion 
of man, helping the savage man to run 
down his game, and as man gradually pro- 
gressed in the scale of civilization making 
such advances in his scale of good works 
as differing circumstances required. In 
his adaptability to withstand the extremes 
of cold and heat the dog is scarcely man’s 
inferior. In his aptness to acquire new 
tricks the dog shows a degree of intelli- 
gence that surpasses instinct. Even as 
regards conscience the dog seems nearer 
to mankind than any other animal. He 
may not have enough conscience to pre- 
vent wrong doing. This also is, alas, a 
defect that is quite too common with his 
master, but in the shamefacedness that 
follows the consciousness of wrong do- 
ing the dog can give lessons that man 
well may imitate. The dog is the child’s 
earliest, most amusing and helpful com- 
panion. Even when abused by the child 
in its innocent play the dog will harbor 
no malice. When bred and trained as a 
dog should be he will remain a faithful 
friend, and remember his master with an 
affection that will outlast repeated abuses. 
Other animals may cherish vengeful feel- 
ings. They are utterly foreign to the dog. 
Let but the master give his canine friend 
a kind word, and all the evil he has done 
is at once forgotten. That is a sample 
of readiness to forgive injuries, that. 
whether it be right or not, few men have 
found it expedient to practice among 
themselves. 

For better or worse the dog will, there- 
fore, be for all time to come an asso- 
ciate with man as he has been in the 
past. Appreciation of this fact has lately 
led men to be much more particular about 
the kinds of dogs that they allow them- 
selves and their families to associate with. 
There are dogs and dogs. Dogs edu- 
cated, intelligent, cleanly and refined: 
dogs, on the other extreme, ignorant, low- 
bred, vicious and utterly disreputable. Of 
course, some of the dog virtues are to be 
found in the very worst, as there are 
some of the human virtues to be found in 
prisons and houses of correction. While 
there is such wide variation among dogs, 
it behooves people who are careful not to 
smirch their own reputation, to take 
care what kind of dogs they associate with. 
In this as in everything else only the 
best should be tolerated on the farm. 
Thoroughbred dogs are as superior to the 
mongrel sort as is the thoroughbred in 
any other domestic animal. Each breed 
has been brought to its own standard of 
excellence, and it is only by inbreeding 
with animals of like character that this 
standard can be maintained. 

Every intelligent visitor at a dog show 
must see that many of these breeds have 
through their course of training de- 
veloped a high degree of intelligence. The 
colhle dog is not instinctively able to man- 
age a flock of sheep, but he is so near to 
this that he can be taught very ’ 
intelligence in other directions to a most 
remarkable degree. It will be well for 
farmers who have worthless mongrel curs 
that are no good for any purpose to de- 
cide whether they ought not for the 
looks of the thing, and also for the money

companions for themselves and safer to 
intrust to their children than are the 
mass of ill-bred curs that are always get- 
ting into mischief because it is itmpossi- 
ble to train them.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


A recent dispatch announces that Japan 
is Oyking great interest in the proposed 
Nicaragua Canal, and is seeking to obtain 
4 karge share in the control thereof. If 
Jxpan has any euch intentions she will do 
well t> abandom them forthwith. When 
the Nicaragua Canal is Ddullt—and it 
eurely will be built @ooner or later—it 
will be owned chiefly by Americans, and 
will be operated under American control. 
This fact may es well be understood and 
appreciated at the outset. No foreign na- 
tion will be allowed to exercise any par- 
ticle of controlling power the manage- 
ment of this great waterway. The chief 
controlling power must rest with the 
United States, though, of course, Nicara- 
gua, through whose territory the canal 
43 to run, will be consulted and her 
rights will be fully respected. 

It 4s unnecessary, at tie late day, to 
point out the vaet importance of thie great 
undertaking, and the immense benefit 
which ite completion will afford to the peo- 
ple of the Pacific Coast, especially to 
those of Southern California. But it is 
well for every oltizen who has the inter- 
ests of Califorpia at heart to be prepared 
to use his inflwence, far as pessible, to 
further the paesage of the necessary legis- 
Jation at the next seasion of Congress. The 
Chamber of Commerce of San Francisco 
is taking an active interest im the project, 
and in a circular recently sent out makes 
a good euggestian, as follows: 

“We respectfully urge upon every com- 
mercial and industrial organization on the 
Pacific Coast, and upon our fellow-citizens 
individually, to keep up and increase ther 
urgent demand for favorable legislation; 
we ask them to address their [astern 
correspondents, requesting tliat, in re- 
sponee to ties of relationsh'p, friendship 
and business imbereste, * — 
upon their Senators and ! 
favorable action in the Fifty-fourth Con- 
gress. Such action will not fail to meet 
with favorable response, for ‘blood is 
thicker than water’ and commercial Sek- 
interest a powerful inducement. Let our 
friends appreciate what a boen to us will 
be the Nicaragua Canal, and they will 
ald us in cbteining. the necessary .legiela- 
thom. It we follow this course, cuccees will 
wttend our efforts, and our Pacific Coast 
take on new life. The tack is easy and 
the rewarll beneficient, even to the oppo- 
ments who live thus far prevailed against 
the public interest.” 
The bill for the construction of the 
Nicaragua Canal would probably have 
passed the Fifty-third Congress at its last 
eession had it not been throttled by the 
Gommttee on Rules. President Cleyeland, 
if bie favorable utterances on the sub- 
ject are to be believed, would have signed 
the bill had it reached him. It now re- 
mains to press the matter upon the at- 
temtion of the Fifty-fourth Congress, and 
the present is a good time to begin the 
work of writing to Senators and Repre- 
sentatives, dy those who are their per- 
ont friends, in behalf of the enterprise. 
Great good may be accomplished in th's 
way, if every one who has friends in the 
East, or who has personal friends in either 
house, will act in earnest and with reason- 
able promptness on the above suggestions.

„GIN THE SUFFRAGE. 

The woman suffragists are not by any 
means going to have it all their own 
way, even among their own sex. An 
anti-suffrage society was recently organ- 
ized in Chicago, of which Mrs. Houghton, 
formerly of Spokane, Wash., and a mem- 
ber from that State of the Board of Lady 
Managers of the World's Fair, is presi- 
dent. Mrs. Houghton is a warm friend of 
Susan B. Anthony, but strongly opposes 
the latter’s suffrage crusade. Mrs. Hough- 
ton is reported as saying: 

“I am going to make a crusade against 
the suffragists. I do it in behalf of the 
sensible, sound-minded women of my sex. 
We are tired of this misrepresentation by 
the few. Millions of women who shrink 
from the glare of publicity protest, but do 
not care to leave their py homes to 
make the fight. I have been in business 
nearly all my life, and know that if wo- 
men had been thrown in with politicians 
and others as I have been they would not 
ery for equal rights. It is the greatest 
curse that could come to us. I lived in 
Washington State when women clamored 
for suffrage. They got it, and at the end 
of two years begged that it be taken away 
from them. My husband was elected on a 
ticket because I had been prominent in 
charity entertainments—a nice qualifica- 
tion for an officeholder. * 

“And so it will always be. Women are 
carried away by mere sentiment. Why, I 
remember one case where they had to 
serve on a jury. The crime was a horrible 
and revolting one, and the women cried 
and wept because the judge could not le- 
gally excuse them. They were locked up 
with the men for forty-eight hours. At 
the next general election they and their 
husbands voted for unequal rights—which 
Means that the men are given all the 
power and the women all the influence. 
Let equal suffrage go into effect in Chi- 
cago for one year and every dissolute wo- 
man will vote, but few of the respectable 
ones. Great majorities will be rolled up 
for boodle aldermen.”’ 


Another woman, Miss E. I. Halsey, sec- 
retary of the Anti-suffrage Society, s 
fm equally emphatic terms. She said: 

“This equal rights has been moth 
by the Women's Christian Temperan 
Union fanatics, and now everywhere in 
charitable movements you will find vam- 
pires who diegrace the name. of Chicago 
womanhood. So it will be when they get 
politics. Respectable women wil] 
rer take pert, while the adventuresses 
will gobble up the offices and resort to dis-

DEBASING THE CURRENCY.

The cost of liv- 
ing, however, would be greatly enhanced 
by inflated prices, so that the laboring 
man would be hit all along the line. The 
free silver charlatans pretend to be the 
“friends” of the laboring man. The ex- 
planation is very simple. They lie. 


The Butchers’ and Packers’ Magazine in 
a four-page article severely arraigns the 
dressed-meat combine for the recent ad- 
vance in the prices of meats, and shows 
quite conclusively that there was no war- 
rant whatever for the advance. This con- 
clusion was reached some time since by 
the press and the people in general.

Therefore the first State 
campaign in Utah, while it will be brief, 
will be an exciting one. 


Senator Lodge of Massachusetts {s quoted 
as saying that upon the assembling of the 
Fifty-fourth Congress he will introduce 
a resolution formally proclaiming the Mon- 
roe doctrine as a vital principle of Ameri- 
can policy, and asserting that the United 
States will not sanction the forcible occu- 
pation of any new territory by a European 
power on either American continent. 
This is the true spirit of Americanism, 
and it is probable that such a declaration 
of principles would pass both houses of 
the Fifty-fourth Congress by good ma- 
jorities. Certainly it would pass the 
House of Representatives, which will have 
a Republican majority of 140 or there- 
about. There should be no mincing of 
words in this matter. Let us know just 
where we are at—and stay there.

ENORMOUS LOSSES. 


Damage to the Eastern Fruit 
Crops. 


Conservative. Estimates Place it at 
Three Million Dollars. for 
Two Days. 


Cold Snap Still Coming in— 
A Boom Brewing for 
California. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

NEW YORK, May 16,—-(Special Dis 
patch.) The damage done by the heavy 
frosts of last Sunday and Monday to the 
fruit crops on the Atlantic Coast, and es- 
pecially through Sowthern and Western 
New York and in New Bngland, is incal- 
culable. Conservative estimates paced it 


of blight and ruim by the late and unex- 
pected cold map are still coming in from 
the more remcte districts. 

One of the best-posted fruitmen in New 
York tcld The Times correspondent today 
‘that the misfortunes of Bastern growers 
must prove a boon, in a business way, to 
Calfformiains, as in eome of the mort pro- 
ductive rape sections of New York the 
best of the crop is almost-entirely ruined. 
Th's gentleman places the loss at fully 
$5,000,000. At Jamestown, N. V., immense 
damage was done by the frost on Sun- 
day might. All fruit prospects are ruine!l. 
The grape belt suffered encrmossly. It is 
mated that Chautauqua county’s loc 
is fully $2,000,000. 

A dispatch received tonight from Dun- 
kirk, N. T., says that frost last night 
wrought more havoc in the Chautauqua 
belt. If the forecast from the Weather 
Bureau of frost tonight proves true, there 
wll be no fruit of any kind remaining. 
Nearly everything in early fruit is already 
gone. Owing to the ruin of the grape 
crop, #ixteen basket factories in Chau- 
tauqua county have closed, thereby throw- 
ing large numbers of men out of employ- 
ment. Merchants, who have been carry- 
ing grape-growers along and taking as 
security the prospective crop of 1895, are 
tn an uncomfortable predicament because 
of the crop failure. The calamity is so 
extensive that every kind of business will 
feel the loss severely. - 

At Erie, Pa., a killing frost fell at mid- 
night on Sunday and did extensive damage 
in the grape-belt. In the vicinity of Bro 
ton, Westfield and ley the damage is 
general and will pro take half the crop. 
About the Nerthwest Concords suffered 
greatly, and fully a quarter of the crop is 
killed. Niagara’s very early grapes, well 
advanced, are almost a total loss. Straw- 
berry vines were not advanced far enough 
to get caught. The apple and peach crops 
are injured, but not to any great extent. 

The loss from freezing and frost 16 
roughly estimated at $750,000 in Erie 
county alone. This section has 4000 acres 
of grapes and Chautauqua county, N. I., 

The loss in this county will be close 


6000. 
to two-thirds in the lowlands and one-half 
in the upper section. This county suf- 
fered to a less extent than Chautauqua, 
because of the lower altitude. Other fruits 
are badly injured and the cereals greatly 
damaged. 

was light frost fn the valley of the 
Central-Hudson on Monday morning, 
which damaged some of the fruit blos- 
river there is said to have been ice a 
quarter of an inch thick. Some grow- 
ens say that the etrawberry crop will be 
partly ruined. Most of the fruit-tree blos- 
som wera just dropping to the ground, 
while growing fruit ie just forming. Much 
damage is already reported from the fruit 
district: of Southern Ulster. Peaches are 
thought to have escaped, being too far 
advanced, and in some sections of Sulli- 
van end Delaware counties the fruit blos- 
soms are badly frozen. Snow fell in most 
of the towns on the New York, Ontario 
and Western Railroad. 

At Lockport, in Western New York, the 
thermometer registered as low as 28 deg. 
on Monday night. Fruit and vegetables 
suffered in Niagara county, and though the 
extent of the damage is not yet ascer- 
tained it will reach thousands of dollars. 
Grapevines are stripped of leaves. Fruit 
trees in blossom are damaged, and it is 
feared that crops will he small. In Cen- 
tral New Hampshire fruit buds were 
nipped, small trees killed and crops of 
various kinds, put in early, and which 
warm weather had brought up to a height 
of three or four inches, were cut down, 
making replanting necessary. The straw- 
berry and peach crops suffered severely 
throughout Rhode Isiand and Connecticut.

EXPRESS COMPANY'S SIGHT 


“© UNSEEN AUCTION. 


Buyers Bought Themselves Rich, but 
They Were Not Allowed to 
Show How Badly They 
Had Been Fooled. 


A sea of hats; hats of all shapes, sizes 
and ‘ages; silk tiles, slouched felts, bean- 
pots, buzz-saws, helmets and sombreros; a 
wildly-agitated sea of hats at times as 
u fat parcel was waved aloft by a brawny 
arm and a stentorian voice proclaimed its 
possible contents, was all that could be 
seen from the doorway of a big room on 
North Main street yesterday morning, dur- 
ing the progress of the great sale of un- 
claimed packages left in the charge of 
Wells, Fargo & Co. 

The sale commenced at 10 a.m. and as 
it progressed, and the bidding grew fast 
and furious amid a hailstorm of jests and 
laughter, the crowd thickened until noth- 
ing could be seen of goods or auctioneer 
except a thick or thin bundle and the 
hand that poised it in the air. 

Contrary to precedent and much to the 
disappointment of the spectators, the 
goods auctioned off were veritable “pigs 
in pokes, for after investing in a mys- 
terious box or bundle that might contain 
anything from hayseed to bank-notes, the 
purchaser was obliged to restrain his cu; 
riosity until the parcel called for by the | 
check he received was delivéred at his 
home. 

The auctioneer grew red and pérepigigs 
with the vehemence of his recommemnta- 
tions of the lots“ put up for sale, and 
his exortations to the idle crowd that filled 
the room; and the tide of travel along 
Main street was arrested, while that curi- 
osity which is the besetting sn of humanity 
brought saint and sinner, Jew and Gentile, 
Mongolian and Caucasian, into the dingy 
room where the mysterious parcels were 
being knocked down to the highest bidder.

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WOMEN CAN VOTE. 


The Episcopal Diocese Has 
Granted Equal Suffrage. 


The Third Day’s Sesion of the Con- 
vention Was Fruitful 
in Result. 


The Meeting Closed With Much Good 
Feeling—A Luncheon—A Pretty 
Reception in the Evening 
at Guild Hall. 


The third and last day of the Bpiscopal 
Convention was opencd yester- 
day at the morning eeesion with the in- 
troduction by the Rev. Dr. Dotten of a 
resolution looking to the increase of the 
personnel of the convocation, which is at 
present too limited and restricted. The 
resolution was carried. The Committee 
on Canons reported adversely to a proposi- 
tion to add the deans of convocation a6 
ex-officio members of the board of mis- 
sions. The question was debated by the 
Rev. Dre. Trew, Spalding, Brown and Tay- 
lor. It was considered advisable by the 
convention to postpone action till the next 
annual convention, and Dr. Spalding, be- 
eving that thie carried with it in spirit 
the rest of the remaining resolution, 
moved that the remaining resolution be 
ale laid on the table. 

The bishop then read bis consent to the 
division of the diocese and the proposed 
boundary lines. 

Dr. Spalding called a convention, to be 
bold directly after lunch, to take steps 
for forwarding the actions of yesterday to 
the general convention. 

The Rev. Mr. Clarke read the report of 
the Committee on the State of the Church. 

Rev. Mr. Cowle moved an amendment 
to the canon concerning the Committee 
en Retreats, and thought that retreats 
ehould be an institution of the church. He 
believed that the idea of the most suc- 
cessful retreata have eminsted from con- 
vocations. The speaker referred to the 
first retreat held at Garvanza, and the 
interest created on the part of the laity, 
whereby funde were easily raised to meet 
many neceesary expenses. The retreat 
deals with the undercurrent of life mathe 
parish, and there should aleo be retreats 
for laity and for women. 

Rev. Mr. Tayler was strongly in favor 
of retreats, and believed the rest and con- 
templation afforded thereby to be very 
neceseary, but did not think it should be 
one of the imetitutions of the church. It 
should de rather a epontameous feeling 
on the part of the i ‘dual. The whole 
idea of the retreat would be spoiled. if 
considered an institution. 

Rev. John Gray thought that canonical 
legislation was not good for the epiritual 
‘nterests, and considered it inopportune to 
bring the matter before the convention of 
giving conetitutional and canonical 
tection to the spiritual ife of the church. 

Rev. Mr. Cowie withdrew his amendment 
and the resolution was passed. 

WOMEN VOTE FOR VBESTRYMEN. 

The important question was then taken 
up of allowing women to vote for the 
vestrymen and trustees at the annual 
Baster election of officers. The original 
mover of the amendment in favor of this 
was the Rev. Mr. Wileon of St. Andrews, 
Oakland, who moved that the said amend- 
ment should read as follows: ‘The elec- 
tion for vestrymen and trustees shall be 
by ballot, and any person of lawful age, 
an attendant upon the services of the par- 
igh, who for the previous eixty days shall 
have been registered a communicant, 
any person of hike age who shall have 
Deen a member of the congregation for a 
like pericd, and has regularly contributed 
to the support of the parish the minimum 
amount of subscription to be prescribed 
by such parish for self, ehall be entitled 
to vote.“ 

Rev. J. D. H. Brown of Pomona moved 
that it should be first known if the women 
desired the suffrage, and that the amend- 
ment be laid over to the next convention 
to furnieh an opportunity to find out how 
many desired it. The speaker thought 
that the women already possessed a great 
and sufficient amoum of influence, Dut if 
they really desired it, he believed the 
clergy would wiNingly grant it them. He 
did mot think the unfortunate position of 
voting if they did not desire it should 
be forced upon them. A priest's office is 
aot one for a woman to occupy; the 
speaker said he believed it would reduce 
her position and lessen her influence, and 
it was uncalled for that the clergy ahould 
ferce the suffrage upon ‘her, aml he con- 
sisdered it an impertinence to do it. Under 
the guidance of their priests they should 
form a petition if they so desired. 

Rev. Mr. Adams said he was not eware 
that any women of the church desired to 
wsurp the position of priesthood; they 
simply warmed to have a voice in the af- 
fairs of the church. The women of In- 
clema bad been permitted to vote, with 
Freat and good results, and the women 
the parishes could always be depend 
upon. The question of politics was not at 
all conmected with the question. The 
speaker advocated that the word male be 


truck out, and all communicants under 


che regulattons of the diocese be permitted 
to vote. 

The Rev. Mr. Wilson then d@isclaimed 
any impertinence in presenting the amend- 
ment, said the woefu) results feared 
by ‘his reverend brother were entirely 
fabrications of his own imaginatiom It 
would be eminently desirable in some 
parishes, while perhaps not in others. and 
che speaker thought that parishes should 
be given the right to do as they con- 
widered bast. He wished his hearers to dis- 
timctly understand that there was no oon- 
nection at all between the question at is- 
sue and the movement of women's rights 
now so prominent before the world. The 
question was one of simple justice; the 
women do the larger part of the parish 
work, in the way of contributions, and 
many other ways, and yet they do not 
have any voice in the conducting of church 
affairs. He then seconded the motion that 
the matter be laid on the table. ; 

An amendment was then moved by Rev. 
J. D. H. Browne, and seconded by John 
Wigmore, “That this convocation has no 
direct evidence that the women of the 
church desire the change, and therefore 
refer the question to the various parochial 
and missionary organizations of women, 
with the request that they express their 
judgment as to the advisability of the 
cange, and, pending their action, the 
whole matter be referred to the next an- 
nual comvention.”’ By a standing vote this 
motion was lost. ; 

Dr. Spalding eaid that the 8 dad 
deen before the convention eighteen 
years, and though it bad been bobbing up 
constantly it had never been thoroughly 
understood. Kt was a deep and profound 
question, which had distinctly mothing to 
do with the female suffrage movement. It 
is an intense injustice that the women 


~ Should got be allowed to vote, and they 


should certainly de givem the right; if it 
were not for the Woman's Auxiliary and 
societies, the men would have a hard time 
of it. At any rate, the speaker thought 
it should be tried, and should not be re- 
ferred back to the ladies, as they had not 
asked for it; he approved the amendment 
to refer the matter to the parishes. N 

Rev. Mr. Ritchie them moved that the 
ladies be given an opportunity to say any- 
thing bearing upon the subject, and aug - 
gested that Mrs. Lawber come forward and 
Speak. 

THE NEW WOMAN. 
Mrs. Lawber, who is from San Francisco 


and a prominent churchwoman, said that 


she spoke under the direction of the 


church, and asked thet the question be not 


referred back to the women. If asked to 
vote when right, the women will obey 
the voice of the church. 

Mrs. Andrews of Ohrist Church was 
strongly in favor of the women having a 
voice in the election of the church offi- 
Aal, as all over Christendom they cheer- 


fully and gladly do to the greater part 
of the work. 

Mrs. F. W. Adams of East Los Angeles 
believed that nearly all the women of the 
parishes would desire to vote at the an- 
nual elections; many of them are not rep- 
resented by men and therefore have no 
voice. 

Rev. John Gray said the question was 80 
broad that the women should have due 
and proper notice, and he ventured to as- 
gert that comparatively few of the church- 
women knew the question was to come up 
today. When the question was presented, 
it should be as far as possible before a 
large majority of the women where their 
views might be presented. 

Rev. B. W. R. Tayler said that he was 
in favor of the coming of the new woman— 
rovided she does not come in on a bicycle, 

e was in favor of woman stffrage, both 
in church and state, It was not fair that 
woman should be taxed and refused the 
ballot when every wretched tramp could 
vote and not have a cent to pay taxes 
with. On the same principle the women 
who take a large share in the work of the 
church should be permitted the elight con- 
cession which the amendment contem- 
plated. It does not mean that women are 
to be members of the convention, the 
simple request was to be permitted to vote 
at the election of vestrymen. He was in 
favor of the emendment. 

Mr. Wigmore eaid that under the con- 
stitution women could not vote for vestry- 
men because they could be eligible for 
trustees. . 

Rev. Mr. Clark spoke of the glaring in- 
consistencies of the opponents to the ques- 
tion. The fairest way would be to bave 
the matter go before all the parishes 
where the men could be instructed by the 
women as to whether they wished to vote; 
they would then be able to judge by the 
number of women present and the interest 
shown whether it were best. 

Rev. Mr. Baster spoke of the good ef- 
fect of the women’s vote in parishes where 
he had been, and that — men's vote was 
correspondingly improved. 

Rev. Collier of San Francisco approved 
that the option be given the women, as 
no harm could be done by so doing. 

Rev. Mr. Neale thought that those who 
wished the privilege should have it, and 
that the women would vote intelligently 
as they work intelligently. 

Rev. Mr. Brown believed that the ques- 
tion should be thrown n the next con- 
vention, which will be after the division, 
and then each diocese may decide for it- 
self. 

The original Wilson amendment, strik- 
ing out the word male and inserting the 
word person, was put and finally carried 
53 to 19. 

F. H. Church moved the resolution, 
“That this convention hereby expresses its 
appreciation of the generous hospitality 
extended to the delegates by the church- 
men of Southern California. wh 

‘Resolved, that the thanks of the dele- 
gates are hereby extended to the rectors, 
vestry and parishoners of St. Paul's 
Church, and the churchmen of Los An- 
geles.

TWO HUNDRED MILES AN HOUR. 
A. Graves of Ohicago is in the city to 
interest capitalists in the Cook elevated 
electric-railway eyetem, he being one of 
the owners of the patents perta’ning to this 
new device for annihilating time und dis- 
tance. Mr. Graves is hoping that a line 
of railways of this pattern may be built 
in this section, to demonstrate to the 
world what the new kind of road can do, 
— incidentally, to further advertise 
outhern California. iAs indicated above, 
the railroad is elevated, the rails, one 
above the other, being supported cn a 
framework, or truss, upon upright posts, 
eomething like fourteen feet high. On 
each «side of thie elevated track the cars 
will run. On the top of these trurets is 
a steel trough, sloping upward and cut- 
ward from the center, and in which travel 
the truck end anti-frictica wheels from 
which suspend the car. At euch eide, and 
extending along the lower portion of the 
truss, is a similar ral, sloping down and 
out. On thie rail travels the driving 
wheel of the car. The driving wheel has 
a beveled edge, and is directly under the 
overhead trucks, the result being that os 
the speed increases the driving wheel 
gradually takes more and more of the 
load, and both overhead and driving 
wheels slightly climb their raiis, and in 
proportion to the epeed of the driving 
wheel the principle of the gyroscope, or 
eclf-righting asserts itself. An 
under-running guide wheel prevents the 
overhead trucks from rieing out of the 
treck. In fact, it is utterly impoesible 
for the car to jump the track under any 
circumstances or rate of speed, even 
ehould every wheel in the car be broken 
or removed, as a etrong arm extends out 
eight inches from the upper corner of the 
car its entire length and hooks over the 
upper vertical raN. Its supporting power 
is Several times the weight of the car and 
ite combents, As the car ts carried by the 
wheels at the upper corners, a side gravi- 
tation is secured at the bottom toward the 
lower rail. This action of a beveled 
drive wheel against a beveled rail is an 
eviirely new application, and one of the 
vreatest importance. The drive wheel is 
mounted directly on the axle or shaft of 
the armature of the motor, and ie thus 
capable of enormously high Speed. Under 
this arrangement a Speed of 2000 revolu- 
tions per minute involves no difficulties, 
which, with a driving wheel of only thirty 
inches diameter, gives the car a speed of 
15,000 feet per minute. Larger wheels may 
de used if desired, and motors can be 
made to revolve at several thousand turns 
per minute. The electric current to cpe- 
rate the motor is conducted from the 
power station, through a flat copper con- 
ductor, placed in a small inverted trough

It — The Great Saving in 
Cost That is Bffected. 


Near the corner of Douglass and West 
State streets the Doheney Oil Company has 
erected a new derrick and will at once be- 
gin drilling a new well. 

Between Court street and Edgware road 
the Doheny-Connon Oil Company has two 
Wells ready to pump. The necessary ma- 
chinery is on the ground, and pumping 
will be commenced without delay. 

What are known as the Bayer wells— 


eight in number—are all pumping, four of 


them in Second-street Park, belonging to 
Bayer & Last, and four on the hill above 
the park, belonging to Bayer & Bens. 

Turner Bros. are also working a full 
force on their wells. In these, as also in 
the wells that are pumping, the flow ‘s 
steady, none cf them showing any sign 
of diminution since the first day, and some 
of the best wells have now been pumping 
Steady for about a year.

The chief reason of the increased de- 
mand for it is it cheapness. Present 
prices are about 80 to 85 cents a barrel of 
forty gallons. Before the Los Angeles 
wells were in operation those factories in 
this city and other places which used oil 
as fuel had to get it from the Ventura 
wells, and were paying for it from $1.65 a 
barrel to $2 and upwards. Even at those 
prices * was immensely cheaper than coal 
as fuel. 

While the eil men here are not grumb- 
ling, they say that the price should not be 
less than $1 a barrel. Eight months ago it 
sold here at $1.50 a barrel, but the Union 
Oil Company of Santa Paula stepped in 
to try and control the market and knocked 
prices down to 50 cents a barrel at the 
wells. The freight from Santa Paula to 
Leo Angeles was 29% cents a barrel, so 
that it made it about 80 cents 3 barrel 
laid down in Los Angeles. The Santa 
Paula company did not succeed in captur- 
ing this market, but they did succeed in 
putting prices down, and they have stopped 
there ever since.

Bellevue Avenue Grade. 
ITS CHANGE WILL FACILITATE RAIL- 
WAY EXTENSION. 

The matter of the grade of Bellevue 
avenue, between Buena Vista street and 
Beaudry avenue, was considered at a meet- 
ing of property-owners held for that pur- 
pose Wednesday evening at Bouttier’s 
Tall at Bellevue avenue and Montreal 
street. City Engineer Compton, Council- 
man Spyder and Manager Clark of the 
Pasadena and Pacific Railway Company 
were present. 

The property-owners who attended, with 
one or two exceptions, agreed upon a 

de which, it is expected, will lead to 
the laying of the Santa Monica branch of 
the railway in question along Bellevue 
avenue, at least between the points above 
mentioned. 

It appears that some time ago Mr. Clark, 
as general manager of the Los Angeles 
Consolidated Electrie Railway Company, 
submitted a proposition to the owners of 


property on Bellevue avenue whereby if 


they would effect the changing of that 
thoroughfare to a certain grade the com- 
pany would agree to bulid a railway line 
on that street and operate it with a cer- 
tain fixed service. 

In submitting the proposition Mr. Clark 
marked in pencil on a profile map of the 
street what he thought was the grade to 
which he wished the property-owners to 
have the official grade of the street 
changed. 

Owing to a misconception, which was 
not until some time afterward understood, 
either by Mr. Clark or the property- 
owners, the pencil ! on the profile map 
showed a grade wh made the fills,above 
the present grade and the cuts at other 
points below the present grade just twice 
as much in each case as was intended. 

Without this misconception being djs- 
covered an ordinance of intention was 
adopted by the City Council for the 
changing and establishing of the grade to

It is possible that ft became 
mcfstened while on board and 
et,“ and that it was ground over, mixed 
with a portion of good cement, and, after 
Passing through the hands of a number 
of parties, sold to the contractor without 
his realizing its true condition. 

It is not a difficult matter, it is eald, 
to take cement Which has “‘est”’ in bar- 
rels, grind it over and put it into the 
same barrels again. ‘While detection would 
be probable, if this were done with cement 
unloaded from a ship near thie city, yet 
it would be unlikely to be found out if it 
were done at some distant point on the 
Coast and the ground-over article were 
to be shipped here. 

Since the rejection of the ganja pipe it 
has not been found necessary to reject 
any other cement work. The tests made 
have a number of times shown the use 


of an article slightly inferior, but a warn 


ing to the contractor or other person 
using it has almost without exception 
proved sufficient to bring about the use 
of a proper material. 

The tests, which are made under direc- 
tion of the City Engineer, are performed 
on the cement used in all classes of work 
which has to be accepted by the city. 
These classes include curbs, sewers, zanja 
pipes and sidewalks built under contract 
with the city and also sidewalks built 
under private contract. If a single prop- 
erty-owner has a cement walk laid in 
front of his lot the work has after comple- 


tion to be accepted by the city, and at the 


time of its construction the cement used 
in it is tested. 

It will be understood that work of all 
classes above’ mentioned has to be per- 
formed on lines and grades given by the 
City Engineer. When these lines and 
grades are given the fact is in each case 
recorded and from the records thus made 
the man employed is able to know when 
it is about the right time to visit any par- 
ticular piece of work and get samples of 
the c nt in use. 

It ig ustomary not only to get samples 
of the clear cement, but also of the dry 
cement and sand as mixed ready for mak- 
ing mortar: If the required proportions 
of cement. have not been put into the mix- 
ture the tests from the two samples thus 
taken in each case are pretty sure to de- 
tect that fact. 

Of course, it is the business of the 
regular inspector to see that the proper 
proportions are used, but in actual prac- 
tice it frequently occurs that while the 
inspector is busy with some other part of 
the job there is opportunity to shovel 
into the mixture for mortar more sand 
than there ought to be. 

The results of the tests made are care- 
fully recorded and these records, it is 
stated by the City Engineer, are very val- 
table. New brands of cement are con- 
stantly being introduced into the market. 
and without the systematic tests made it 
is said it would be very difficult to intel- 
ligently determine in some instances 
whether a particular brand could be safely 
used for a certain purpose or not. 

As an example of this fact it is related 
that a few days ago a contractor asked 
the City Engineer if it would be satis- 
factory to use a certain brand of local 
manufacture in a job of sewer work. The 
City Engineer examined the cord and 
found the brand to be one of A slow-set- 
ting kind, but which, after having a long 
time to set, developed a high degree of 
strength. 

Acting on a basis of the information 
thus gained the (ity Engineer informed 
the contractor that the brand of cement 
in question would be satisfactory pro- 
vided it were allowed to “set”. a greater 
length of time than were other brands 
before “‘backfilling.”’ 


Keeping Sand from Sewers. 


A sandbox is being constructed under 
direction of the City Engineer by means 
of which it 4s intended to arrange to dis- 
charge water from zanja No. 4 into the 
sewers ‘without the water carrying sand 
with it. The sandbox is being placed 
near Seventh and San Mateo streets. It 
is to be twelve feet square, and the bot- 
tom of it is to be four and one-half feet 
below the bottom of the zanja at that 
point.

her rents and spend the money without 


question or stint, until 1890, when his 
conduct became so bad that she was 
obliged, for security, to place her busi- 
ness in the hands of agents. 

In conclusion, Mr. Anderson announced 
that it would be shown that the will in 
controversy was not an unnatural one at 
all, but, on the contrary, one prompted 
by the noblest impulses of a kind and 
generous heart.

A BOY WHO OUGHT TO GO 
SAN QUENTIN. 


City of Santa Ana vs. Railway Com- 
pany Trial—Social Gathering 
at Tustin—Sheriff’s Sale of 
Dry Goods. 


SANTA ANA, May 16.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) Two young lads, aged 13 and 
14 years, respectively, the former a son 
of Robert English, who resides in the 
western portion of the city, and the latter 
a boy named Doke, who is visiting with 
the Kuffels, on Bast Third street, became 
involved in a scfimmage last evening 
About 7 o'clock, which resulted 
astreusly.

He was 
taken home and is reported today as out 
of all danger.

GOLD DISCOVERY. 


It ‘has long been à prevalent opinion that 
the Coast range of mountains was destitute 
of mineral formation, but recent discover- 
ies in the region of the Lomas de la 
Purificacton ranch, near Santa Ynez, in 
this county, has tended to overthrow this 
belief. On the south boundary of the 
Purificacion ranch, near the summit of the 
coast range, and on its north scope, bas 
been discovered a quartz ledge about ten 
feet bread, and detween well defined in- 
closures in slate has been found a quartz 
rock that essays from $8 to $14 in gold 
and small quantities of silver. ‘This locality 
is about five miles due north of El Capitan 
on the Gast. 

Prospectors, for a month past, have been 
scouring this region very thoroughly, and 
have traced the ledge for considerable 
distance. T. R. Moore, W. M. Bddy, John 
R. Hill and Jarrett T. Richards have se- 
cured an option on a portion of the Purifi- 
cacion ranch, and are now engaged in run- 
ning a tunnel into the ledge. They have 
already penetrated to a distance of thirty 
feet and find well-defined walls of elate and 
a border of ne. 

The assays show uniform ous through- 
out the ledge from $8 to $10, with a ten- 
dency to fmprove as the tunnel grows 
deeper. Of course, thus far the work 
has been entirely in the line of exploiting, 
but the <scoveries thus far made warrant 
the prospectors in the hope that they have 
a very valuable property. The region of 
quartz rock in this locality is quite limited, 
as the ledge runs into the mountain, where 
ft is soon covered by slate and topped by 
@ sandstone of great depth. The tedge 
runs northwest and southeast.

1 get Ho 
crops of potatoes by planting very enn, 
but prefer to raise one good crop and be 
sure of it. 

Ot course all the land at Burbank end 
vicinity will not raise 150 sacks of pots. 
toes per acre, or anywhere near that 
amount. In fact, there are but a few 
hundred acres in this vicinity that I would 
call potato land. My land is a rich, sandy 
loam, which stays moist within a few 
inches of the top the year round. The Page 
son why potatoes rot in the ground is Be 
cause the soil dries out below them. If 
the ground is damp where the potato is # 
will very seldom rot. I am plowing up pe 
tatoes now that are as sound and dry when 
cooked as pétatoes can be, that I planted 
last May, but the ground where they are 
never dries out over two inches deep, Bee 
ink gept — 4 by water from below, about 
six or eight feet. 

I usualy buy Northern potatoes for 
seed, as all kinds of seed run out very 
soon in a warm climate. 

I do not like plowing potatoes In, as if 
the custom in this country, that is, drop- 
ping them in the furrow when plowing 
and covering with next furrow. This mode 
of planting accounts for much of the seed 
not coming up, as the horse walking in 
the furrow when covering mashes many 
Pieces and some of them are covered by 
heavy clods, through which it is impossibie 
tor them to grow. I use two horses and 
a cultivator for covering, the horses walk- 
ing one on each aide of row.

Curing Lemons. 

(California Cultivator:) Here is 
process of curing lemons. It does not 
fer much from a half dozen other me 
we bave published. All are governed 
the same principles. This process 
to be that on the Medit 
and seems to be all right: 

Pick your lemons, the reguler 

in boxes lined with heavy 

paper. Put in a layer of lemons, 
layer of paper, and so on until 
is full; then cover with heavy pa 
them set under the trees three 
nights—dbut don't let them get in 
Then take them to the curing 
Leave them in the boxes for fifteen 
then take them out, wipe them off 
a soft linen cloth or some 
cloth, to take the sweat off. If 
done they will cure bard and 
put them back in the box as 
with clean paper. Care must 
at all times to handle carefully. 
the lemons stay in the boxes 
to twenty days, then take out of 
the eame as before, only wrapped 
paper, and wipe them off well. 
back in the boxes with nice clean paper 
then you have a lemon that will carry any- 
where and will keep for a year. 

The curing house or cellar should have 
an air cammney in the center. . 

The boxes when put up should have 6 
two-inch stick between them.
